(IP)—Lewis Twyman chief defense counsel for Giuseppe 
Zangara announced 'Zangara would plead guilty to all 
'charges of attempted murder growing out of the attempt- 
ed assassination of President-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


The announcement was made as Twyman entered' a 


formal plea of guilty to the charges that Zangara at- 
tempted to murder Russell Caldwell during the attempt- 
ed assassination of Mr. Roosevelt. 


Judge E. C. Collins declined a suggestion-by Twyman 


that one plea of guilty be entered to all four counts and 
required an individual plea on each count.

The announcement from the chief defense attorney 


set at rest speculation that the man whose 'bullets wound- 
ed five persons in his unsuccessful attempt upon Mr. 
Roosevelt's life would attempt to escape m-isc 
ing he was insane.

A supply bill carrying 


$301,657,000 for the naval 
establishment in the coming 
fiscal year was reported to 
the house-today by its ap- 
propriations committee.

000 is for an increase in the navy 
and the remainder for alterations 
and repairs of old vessels. 


The total is $7,012,000 less than 


President Hoover's budget estim- 
ates. 


The reduction under the current 
year included $10,000,000 provided 
in emergency legislation last spring 
for construction at naval shore sta- 
tions. 


Expenditure of some money on 


every ship the navy has authority 
to build, except two, would be 
allowed under the bill, reported to- 
day—the last of the big annual ap- 
propriation measures.

FOR CROPS IN 1933 


ACREAGE REDUCTION PRICE 
OF LOANS FROM FEDERAL 


GOVERNMENT 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
18.- 
The theory that "the farmer is 
honest" will govern the agricul- 
ture department in making 1933 
crop loans to those who agree 
to reduce their acreage. 
It does 
not intend to hire inspectors to 
see that the reduction is made. 
"He may be able to get away 
with planting more," department 
officials said today. 
"But the farmer who chooses 
to break his promise will be tak- 
ing chances. The act appropriat- 
ing the funds provides stiff pen- 
alties 
for 
misrepresentation 
In 
loan applications—a fine of $1,- 
000 or six months in jail, or 
both." 
A fund of $90,000,000 has been 
made available for crop loans. 
To qualify a farmer must pledge 
an acreage cut of 30 per cent. 
The maximum loan to any far- 
mer will be $300 under regula- 
tions drawn by Secretary 
Hyde 
who also stipulated that acre- 
age taken out of cash crop pro- 
duction may be planted to any 
soil-building crop, including clover, 
alfalfa, and other legumes. The 
maximum loan last year was $400. 
Application forms will be ready 


for distribution within nine days.

The acreage reduction require- 
ment will not apply to farmers 
growing less than 8 acres of cot- 
ton;

2 1-2 acres of truck crops; 12 
acres of sugar beets 8 acres of 
potatoes; 
30 acres of rice, and

All loans will mature October 31 
with interest at. 5 1-2 per cent. 
They will be made only to farm- 
ers unable to obtain financing 
elsewhere and will be limited to

government's postal savings bank 
with his money for safekeeping. 
That was the philosophy—if it 
bo philosophy—of Giuseppe Zan- 
gara. who from a cheap pistol fir- 
ed at Miami Wednesday night five 
shots that threatened to write red 
pages,,of American history- 
He came to America, an immi- 
grant, in 1923 from Italy. Many 
years before another immigrant 
had come from Bohemia. That was 
Anton Cermak. Ho elected to write 
ils life's destiny In the golden 
sands of the new world another 
Bohemian, also with 
the 
given 
name Anton, had apostrophized in 
a great symphony. 
The one, hating government and 
Slating rulers, ranted from soap 
boxes in broken English or, if 
Ills audience could understand, in 
his native Italian. The other be- 
came mayor of Chicago. 


Their 
paths 
met 
Wednesday 
night at Miami. In the hands of 
one was an eight dollar pistol. In 
his heart, by his own words, was 
the assassination of the president- 
elect of the United States. 
Back in Calabria, Italy, the fath- 
er of Giuseppe Zangara has been 
wondering for several weeks what 
has become of his son In Amer- 
ica. The money which Giuseppe 
had been sending home was much 
appreciated by the father, 
the 
stepmother 
and 
the step-sisters 
there. 


Sent Money Home. 
Only a day or two ago a letter 
came from the elder Zangara to 
Vincent Cafaso of Paterson, N. J., 
an uncle of Giuseppe, asking where 
the son was. 
"The money has stopped," wrote 
the father. "Where is Giuseppe? 
He was always so prompt with 
the money." 
Cafaso didn't 
know. 
But he 


knows now. 
Giuseppe tried to 
shoot down tho president-to-be. 
In Calabria, probably under the 
guidance of his father, the voting 
Glusseppe became a stonemason 
and bricklayer. When he reached 
America through the port of Phil- 
adelphia ten years ago he soon 
found that ho could make good 
money here at his trade. 
Ho took out papers of naturali- 
zation. He put his savings in the 
postal savings bank; and he be- 
gan to talk from soapboxes. 
To those who like to toy with 
thoughts, it may be set down that 
in the Alexander Hamilton hotel 
in Paterson, N. J.,—a hotel named 
for 
from 


Zangara always indicated defi- 
nite political Ideas, 
yet federal 
agents seeking to trace his career 
In America have failed to 
find 
any connection between him and 
any anarchic or anti-government 
group. He was a lone wolf of the 
soapbox. 
He registered once as 
a republican, and that is tho only 
evidence so far uncovered to Indi- 
cate a political leaning. 
Yet when they seized him at 
Miami, he said his first intention 
was to kill the republican Presi- 
dent Hoover; and that "personal- 
ly" he liked Mr. Roosevelt "very 
much." 
His pastime was checkers. His 


uncle Vincent. Cafaso recalled that 
today. It was a major Interest 
Zangara laid his bricks well. His 
acocunt In the postal savines bank 
was said to be more than $800, and 
there were balances in excess of 
$2,000 in New Jersey banks.

Once in Italy Zangara said he 
made an attempt upon the life of 
the king, so his hatred of rulers 
traces beyond his arrival in Amefl- 
ca; but the attempt, 
if indeed 
there were an attempt, is not re- 
called In Rome. 
Last 
summer 
Zangara 
spent 
about two months with his uncle 
in Aotowa, New Jersey. That was 
after ho had been absent for some 
time. It is believed part of 1931 
was spent In * California. A Los 
Angeles tailor identified pictures 
of Zangara yesterday as those of 
a man who roomed 
with 
him 
there. The man, said the tailor, 
tried to get in the fire department 
and spent some time in night 
school. 
He complained often of 
a "pain in his chest," and lo.lked 
quite a bit "about governments." 
In Miami About a Year. 
In April, 1932, a Joseph Zangara 
registered at a Miami hotel and 
clerks there said he was the ame 
man now held. He appeared to 
have plenty of money. 
Frequent 
packages and letters arrived for 
him. He said they were special 
treatments for a stomach disorder 
which seems to have given him 
much trouble for several years.
